The  source  recalled  that  Jennings  was  slain 
by  Chicago  Patrolman  James  Green  on  February  18,  1967, 
when  Jennings  allegedly  attacked  Green  with  a  knife  in  a  parkint 
lot  at  3950  West  16th  Street,  Chicago,   Illinois.
